Accordingly, storing warehouse operators are reminded that CCC may, without prior 
notification, make its commodities available for sale and/or various ongoing or 
emergency programs. 
 
Disposing of CCC-Owned Commodities  
 
Subject to statutory requirements, CCC may: 
 
• Sell its commodities for restricted or unrestricted use, and 
 
• make its commodities available for domestic and foreign assistance programs,

• Section 416(a) and (b) 
• McGovern-Dole Food for Education Act 
• Bill Emerson Humanitarian Trust 
• Nonfat Dry Milk Livestock Feed Assistance Initiative 
• Various Domestic Programs, such as the National School Lunch Program, 

Nutrition Program for the Elderly, etc.
